Howdy, Friends and Neighbors. 
Whew-ee, is it cold! Am writing 
this as we roll home from the Ft. 
Smith Horse Sale. It stormed all 
the way down and most of the way 
back. Just goes to show that fool 
horsemen will brave anything to 
further their cause. After receiving 
notice of the sale to be held Jan.

Spent the evening in Tulsa, 
watching Mr. 1958 say farewell 
and New 1959 take office. Mr. 
1958 was quite good to us, and 
we have great hopes for Mr. 1959. 

Drove on down to Ft. Smith 
next morning and settled down to 
buy some bargains. Well, it 
seemed the harder I settled, the 
higher prices went. Anyway, late 
next afternoon I finally bought 
a pair of good Appaloosa mares. 


First day of the sale was con- 
tained to the catalogue of regis- 
tered Quarter Horses. Mind you, 
the sale started at noon and ran 
until 4 a. m. next morning! Some 
280 head were sold. Bidding was 
very active, prices were good and 
some outstanding individuals of 
excellent bloodlines were present- 
ed.

Red * Red Dog) breeding to Mr. 
Lynch, and they both stayed for 
the sale. 

Grade saddle horses followed 
the Appaloosas, and there were 
some pretty good ones. However, 
prices were not too good. Appar- 
ently, the storm had kept buyers 
away, and then too it’s a little too 
early in the season for this type of 
horse. These grade horses sure 
prove the value of raising register- 
able animals. Papers do add quite 
a few dollars to the value of a 
horse. 

The grades were followed by 
ponies, which | didn’t stay to 
watch. 

To sum and analyze this sale: 
First off, 1 think at the present 
time this is one of the largest sales 
in the world today. It is very capa- 
bly managed by Mr. Buddy 
Walker and definitely has very 
good and complete facilities. The 
sale is very well advertised and, 
due to its central location, draws 
good consignments and many buy- 
ers. | would say it is a very good 
place to both buy and sell. 

We stopped to see several good 
friends en route, and it seems like 
several of them are sure having 
their share of tough luck. Before 
we left, we had received a lovely 
Christmas card from Mr. and Mrs. 
Pete Smith of Tatum, N. Mex. 
Written on the card was a brief 
note telling of Pete’s illness. It 
seems he nearly lost a leg and 
has been in the hospital much of 
the time since early November. 
Then, to top this off, he lost his 
good show stallion POTEET. This 
is really pouring it on one fellow. 

When we arrived in Wichita, 
we learned that Mrs. Kandy An 
derson had just had a very seri- 
ous emergency operation. She is 
well on the road to recovery now 
and anxiously awaiting the Den: 
ver National Western Show. Kan- 
dy will be showing some of his 
good horses there, as well as bull- 
dogging in the rodeo.
